Now 
was Word brought to the Great One of the Fair, who 
ſeat ſome of his truſty Friends, to enquire what theſe 
Men were, So they were brought before them and 
aked, Whence they came ? Whither they went, and 
What they did there in ſuch an unuſual Garb? The 
Men anſwered, ©* That they were Strangers and Pil- 
grims in the World; that they were going to their 
own Country ; and that they had given no Occaſion'to 
the Men of the Town thus to abuſe and ſtop them in 
their Journey.” But the Examiners ſaid, Either they 
were (tark.mad, or that they came on Purpoſe to put 
all Things into Confuſion.” Therefore they took them, 


and beſmeared them with Dirt, and then put them into
